Report on Missions. 


We find a foundation for our mission work in the 
zreat commission given to the church by Jesus our 
Lord. in Matthew 28:19-20: Go ye therefore and 

ach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the 
Father and of the Son and of the Holy Ghost, teaching 
them to observe all things what-so-ever I have com- 
manded you. and lo, Lam with you always. even to the 
end of the age. In order to systemize our mission 
ind Foreign Missions. 

First. State Missions —Our State Mission work was 
work. we have deeided it as we term into State, Home 
‘aid oul on basis of $50,000 for last year. We received 
0,692.17. This money was used to take care of our 
work in general, which ineludes salaries of our state 
secretary, enlistment workers and missionaries. Also 





to help wedk churches to support their pastors and 
assist in building houses of worship on needy fields. 

Second. Home Missions—Our home board is lo- 
cated in Atlanta, Ga., they look after the work in the 
bands of the Southern Baptist Convention, They re- 
ceived last year, from the different states, $349,297.35. 
Mississippi gave of this amount, 1.974.409. Our mis- 
sionaries Working under their direction, baptized 
about 40,000 converts last year and there were 59,000 
added ta the churches. lam glad to report that they 
hata Balance of $253,352.64 April 30, 1919, at the close 
of the conventional year. 

Third. Foreign Missions—Our Foreign Mission 
Board is located at Richmond, Va. The receipts for 
the year ending April 30, 1919, were, $1,223,190.47, with 
a nice balance in the bank, Our missionaries bap- 
tized 5.635 converts, organized i! churches. We 
have taken on some new work, and God is blessing the 
efforts of our missionartes on the foreign fields. This 
should stimulate us to greater efforts in the future. 
What we need at this time is men who are willing to 
hazzard their lives for the Gospel, because the harvest 
ix plenteous, but the laborers are few. 

Report on Evangelism read by Rev. J. W. Hicks. 
Discussed by Rev. J. W. Hicks. Adopted as follows: 


Report on Evangelism. 


Christ went from place to place, during his public 
ministry, and preached the Gospel of the Kingdom of 
God. and in connection with this he made known the 
truth that he was “the Messiah,” the Son of God, and 
that his mission in the world was to seek and to save 
the lost. He declared that he was “the way, the truth, 
and the life.” and that no man could come unto the 
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Father, but by Him. He also said I am the door; by 
me if any man enter in, he shall be saved. While 
here he led many to a saving knowledge of himsel/. 
Before He went away He said unto his deciples “As the 
Father has sent me, so send I you,” he declared the 
morning of his ascension, that his diciples were his 
witnesses in the great commission. His apostles, the 
foundation of his church, are commanded to preach 
“the Gospel Of the Grace of God” to every creature, 
i. e.. evangelize every creature, and the c -hurches in the 
morning of the Gospel Age did the work well, 86 much 
so. that Paul declared that the sound reached the ear 
of every creature under heaven. 

We are still laboring under the same command- 
ment of Jesus our Lord. We have at present an Evan- 
gelistic ebrps, lad by W. W. Hamilton. under the di- 
rection of our Home Mission Board, They go from 
city to city, and from town to town and preach. the 
Gospel. We know not how many they Evangelized 
last year, but the report shows 40,000 baptized, also 
much evangelizing was done in the different conti- 
nents, and 40,000 professions and 10,000 baptisms are 
reported in their line of the Home Mission work. 

When we consider the number of preachers and 
Christian Workers in the Southland, we are persuaded 


to believe that it ought to be pretty thoroughly Rvan- 
xelized at present. 


There is quite an army of Mssionaries and Chris- 
tian workers in every nation at present, and if they 
have one half the zeal in the work that Paul and many 
early Christians possessed, this world will soon hear 
the Gospel Sound, even in our generation. We know 
not the number Evangelized by our Missionaries on 
Foreign fields last year, but the report shows 5,635: 
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baptized. My God, help us to not get the commission 
of our Lord tangled by trying to Christianize this 
world instead of Evangelizing it. Let us remember 
that we are still workmen together with God, and that 
a soul can plant, and an Apollos can water, but God 
alone gives the increase that our part is to Evangel- 
ize, and God's work is to Christianize. No man can 
come unto me except the Father that sent me draw 
him, said Jesus. John declared that “Ile came unto 
his own, and his own received him not, bul as many 
as received him, to then, gave He power to become 
the Son of God, even to them that believe in his name, 
which were born, not of blood, nor of the will of the 
flesh. nor of the will of man, but of God.” Let every 
pastor and preacher show themselves evangelists and 
every Christian worker tell the Gospel story pub- 
licly and privately till Jesus comes. 

Report on Enlistment read by Rev. W. E. Fendley. 
Discussed by Rev. B, Simmons. Adopted as follows: 


Report on Enlistment. 


The matter of Enlistment is one of very grave 
importance as it only serves as another name for or- 
ganization, and organization or lack of it, accounts for 
many of our failures, and much of which we call ina- 
bility and weakness. The fact is, we are strong, 
very strong, but we have not-as yet, seen the impor- 
tance of correlating our strength, and directing it in 
the way that counts for great things. We have only 
to go back a few years, not more than fifteen or 
twenty, to see the result of enlistment of forces as well 
as means, for truly the work of Enlistment means all 
our forces, temporal, moral and spiritual, and surely 
all these belong to God and should be directed toward | 
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the one great end of bringing in the Kingdom. Let us 
take a little glanee about us and see the need of this 
great work. In the Southern Baptist Convention, we 
have approximately 25,000 white Baptist. churches 
with a membership of more than 3,000,000. Then 
take a resume of what they did during the year 191s. 
which gives us our latest statistics, and we find that 
we gave for the bringing in of the Kingdom, besides 
what we spent for local and state expenses, the sum 
of S2.661.022.16.> In this amount is included the con 
tributions for State Missions. This would give us a 
contribution of less than 90 cents per member for the 
spread of the Gospel at home and abroad, and when 
Weostop to consider that many of {hese vontributions 
people whe gave up inte thotisands of dol 
see the per eapita contributions greatly d 

Ininished 

The truth of the matter is, we have about 10,000 
Baptist churches in the Southern Baptist Convention 
Whese names do not appear on the list of contribu- 
tors because they are wholly anti-missionary in prac- 
tice and many of them are ag wuly so in theory. In 
the remaining 15.000 churches we have large numbers 
Of inembers who never give anything to missions or 
for anything else along Christian lines of enQeavor? 

Letus come closer home.and view the situation’ as 
it presents itself in our own state. Here we do not 
tind the conditions very materially changed, for while 
our financial report in the minutes of the State Con- 
Vertionis very incomplete along this line, yet we have 
sufficient evidence here to cause us no little concern. 

\t our Convention in Meridian last fall we had re- 
ported $120,155.93. and a membership of 172,288

names. This would make our offerings for missions 
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less than 75 cents per member. Coming still closer 
home, for many of us can only see from that stand- 
point, We note that the Zion Association last fall re- 
ported for Missions $1,125.86, while we have member- 
ship of 3,160. This gives us a per capita contribution 
for missions, the very, small amount of less than 40 
cents per member. But why do we speak of Mission 
offering alone? Because that is the unfailing test of 
the spirit of any organization. If it fails to convinee 
the world-of its unbounded regard for good of others, 
it has failed to establish for itself a just claim, a place 
among other organizations of the world, looking to 
that end, But if there should be those who demand 
other evidence, it is already in hand, in the evidence 
that follows. In the Zion Association we have twen- 
ty-three churches. These churches contributed to the 
support of their pastors last year the sum of $2,367.70 
or about $102.94 from each of the 23 churches. One 
chureh in the Association paid its pastor $700, De- 
duct this from the above amount we have left from 
twenty-two churches, $1,667.70 or an average salary 
from each church $75.80, This is sufficient to con- 
vince the most exacting that our churches, all of them, 
are living far below their possibilities, and subsisting 


upon that which has never been known to make a 


strong, vigorous membership, or win a lost world for 
Christ. 

The purpose of enlistment is to make good where 
former plans have failed, and to introduce a plan 
where none has existed heretofore. We have had 
some work done in our country and in our Association 
along this line, and so far as we are informed. the re- 
sults are very pleasing indeed, and many others are 
coming to the front. We long to see the day speedily 
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approaching when all our churches will fall into line. 
recognize their possibilites and realize their respon- 
sibilities, and then arise to the stupendous privilege 
that confronts us in this our day and generation.

Report on Woman's Work. 


Our first view of this past year, is that no other 
Year like unto it ever touched our lives before. The 
world war with all its unwritten tragedies brought to 
iclose by the signing of the armistice, and the plague 
‘f influenza crept with steady steps from one end of _ 
the world to the other, and claimed as its toll such a 
harvest as was never before dreamed of by mankind. 

lireat wars have often been the means of quick- 
ening great missionary activities, and God's Kingdom 
is its inost decisive forward movement, when nations 
and people suffer and sacrifice together. In a recent 
conference of Christian workers, Mrs. Lucy Peabody 
asked this question, “when women drop their Red 
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Cross, what shall we provide in its place?” And then 
she answered by the suggestion that it might be some- 
thing beyond anything we have dreamed of. I am 
asking you this question to-day, for this opportunity 
has come to us from President Wilson, who said: 
“There is a great moral tide flowing through the 
hearts of men. God grant that it shall become a spir- 
itual tide, and that when our women turn back from 
the work which has justly commanded their interest, 
it will not be tathe lighter things of life, but that they 
shall give themselves as well as their money unre- 
servedly to the real mission of the churches and to 
the ideals of him who said: “Behold I have set before 
you an open door.’ 

Just here I shall; mention of what to me is the 
most sorrowful feature of this report the loss in 
societies. I do not believe these have all died. Many 
of these had to disband during the epidemic and have 
not yet strength to reorganize. All our homeland is 
blessed with light, the -door is open for the work in 
every church, Will not the women of Zion Associa- 
tion adopt as their slogan: “A live society in every 
church, not to be served, Lord, but to serve man all 
that I can.” , 

And as I minister unto his needs, serve Thee in- 
deed, so runs the law of love that hath been given to 
make earth Heaven. 

Report on Hospitals, read by H. H. Middleton.

Report on Hospitals. 


The Baptist hospital has been in operation eleven 
years and is supported by the three states, Mississippi, 
Tennessee and Arkansas, and we think it necessary to 
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help maintain this hospital, as it is our own hospital 
at Jackson. Our own hospital is in need of a nurses’ 
home in order that these noble women who are de- 
voting their lives to this branch of Christian work, 
can have the most comfortable place when not on 
duty. 
During the past year the hospital at Jackson had 
ATS surgical cases and 353 medical cases, which were 
treated, with a loss of about 3 per cent... The aim of 
the Baptists of Mississippi should be to have sufficient 
buildings and equipment that nene would be turned 
away. and have sufficient means that all charity cases 
could be cared for. Until this is acomplished, we 
have failed to de our full duty,

Report on Sunday Schools. 


According to statistics, there has been a consid- 
erable decrease in the number of Sunday Schools; 
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also a great decrease in the membership of our Sun- 
day Schools in Zion Association. In the Baptist 
homes in our Association there are approximately 
60,000 men, women and children, At least 3,500 of 
this number ought to be in Sunday School every Sun- 
day, and we have the pitiful number of 1.366. Let us 
consider what is said in’ the great commission in 
Matthew 28; 19-20: “Go ye therefore and teach all 
nations, baptising them in the name of the Father and 
of the Son and of the Holy Ghost.’ Brethren and sis- 
ters, did it stop here? No. indeed, it says: ‘Teach 
them, the young converts, to observe all things what- 
soever TL have commanded you, Tt seems like we are 
only emphasizing one part of the great commission. 
There never was a greater’ need for the teaching of 
the pure word of God. Many false doctrines are 
among us and are continuing to come, and if we fail 
to teach God's word, we are the ones to carry the re- 
sponsibility of our children and our neighbors being 
carried away by these false doe trifes. May God help 


us to put more stress upon the Sunday School as 
leaching service of our ehurehes. We thinka Sunday 


School Conveation in our county would be a great ser- 
viee in promoting the work of the Sunday School, B. 
Y. P. U. and W. M. U., and we recommend that the 
moderator appoint one or more fo serve as a commil- 
tee, in an effort to organize a Sunday School, B. Y. P. U.

Report on Christian Education. 

The Apostle. Peter exhorts those who have ob- 
tained like precious faith to add knowledge to their 
faith. This inspired man of God realized that the sol- 
dier of the cross must have some knowledge gf God's 
word before he ean do real service for the master. 
Paul in bis charge to Timothy charged him to study to 
prove himself a workman that need not be ashamed, 
and to be able to rightly divide the word of truth, 
showing that the gospel rightly divided isn’t given 
io the minister without his putting into-use the men- 
tal power that God has given him. We believe that 
many ministers waste the better part of their lives 
studying things that never could be worth anyhing 
to a minister_of the Gospel; consequently he wastes 
that part of his life. Every minister should have a 
thorough knowledge of God's word, and language and 
expression that he may be able to give the world the’ 
advantage of his knowledge. Baptists of Mississippi 
own and controll two colleges, where young preach- 
ers are educated. Mississippi College is a Standard 
College. it enrolled thirty-nine ministers last session. 
The hoard aided about one-half this number in some 
way. At present this year’s enrollment is 51. 

Clarke Memorial College (located at Newton) is 4 
Junior College. Weare glad to say these colleges al- 
low ininisterjal students to select their own studies, 
so he need not waste his time with something that is 
of no vatue to him. The different churches and in- 
dividuals of the Zion Sssociation supported two young 
ministers at Clarke College the greater part of last ses- 
Sion at an expenditure of $355. ;

Report on Colleges. 


The discussion of this subject will no doubt bring 
out more fully the necessity of Christian Edueation. 
For the reason that sermons can be preached on this 
subject; books can be written and then the necessity 
of Christian education will not be fully stated; hence 
the futility of trying to diseuss this great subject in a 
short report can be seen. All Baptists agree that it is 
essential as any line of Christian work. So we would 
desire that all Baptists agree they will let nothing de- 
ter them from doing their full duty in the matter. We 
might get an inspiration from the fact that all for- 
eign countries have representatives in our colleges 
where the gospel has been preached, They come to 
to the leading nation of the world to be fully equipped 
for their life’s work among their own people. » Will 
the Baptist banner trail in the dust? which it will do 
if we fail to do our duty in not looking after these 
matters. 

Mississippi Baptists will soon have four colleges 
under the management of the State Convention: The 
Mississippi College, at Clinton; The Woman's College, 
at Hattiesburg; Clarke Memorial College, al Newton. 
and will take over the Blue Mountain Female College 
soon. 


About 1500 students attended this college last ses- 
sion and many turned away. It would be impossible 
to deal with the question of Christian education and 
the great benefits already derived from it. without re- 
ferring in general to the Blue Mountain College and 
the Baptists of Mississippi will ever look upon the 
Lowery family as a part of giving power of the Mis- 
sissippi Baptists. When we realize that for about 70 
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vears, the Mississippi College has been training men. 
and during that time.many of our leading statesmen 
of th’s, as Well as other states, went out from this col- 
lege, we are foreed to the conclusion that truly these 
efforts are due appreciation.
